Seeds  difflcult  to  start  and  which  require  special  conditions  are 
Helleborus,  perennial  Phlox,  Trollius  and  flne  Greenhouse  Seeds 
with  a  hard  shell.  Seeds  with  a  hard  shell  should  be  soaked  in 
warm  water  or  pour  boiling  water  on  the  earth  after  seeds  are 
planted.  Perennial  Phlox  should  be  sown  in  the  fall  and  should 
freeze  in  the  ground  over  the  winter.
